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Green belt East Development Boom 
Would Pose Grave Traffic Problems

The Greenbelt landscape 
— especially around the core 
of the city — has been 
changing since the late sev¬ 
enties. Office parks, a new 
shopping center and hotel 
are already on the scene, 
with more construction un¬ 
derway and still more plan¬ 
ned. Residential develop¬ 
ment, however, has not 
matched the feverish com¬ 
mercial-office park activity 
in the city. Except for the 
Windsor Green-Glen Ora 
townhouse development in 
Greenbelt East, where 320 
of 650 homes have been com-, 
pleted, as* well as several 
new individually built homes 
in the core of the city, resi¬ 
dential construction has 
been at a standstill. 

Primarily because of high-in¬ 
terest rates^ developers so far 
have found it economically in¬ 
feasible to move ahead on resi¬ 
dential housing. However, with 
the mushrooming of intense com¬ 
mercial, hotel and office park 
complexes in Greenbelt and its 
environs, with the prediction that 
the city could become the second- 
highest employment center in 
Maryland, and with financing and 
interest rates becoming more fa¬ 
vorable, developers sense that the 
time is ripe for new residential 
development as well. They also 


observe that people want to find 
housing near their place of em¬ 
ployment and are willing to pay 
higher rentals. 

However, some of the kind of 
housing being talked about is that 
which Greenbelt city councils and 
residents have fought against for 
decades — high-density apart¬ 
ments. 

The city already has 4,806 
apartment units, 1,887 town- 
houses, 893 condominium units 
and 500 single-family homes. 
Over the years there has been 
an evident demand for more de¬ 
tached single-family homes. Many 
Greenbelt families have reluct¬ 
antly moved away from the city 
because either larger or enough 
free-standing homes have not 
been available. 

Consequently, a preliminary 
plan of subdivision for the 21.66 
acre Smith-Ewing tract located 
on the south-eastern corner of 
Hanover Parkway and Greenbelt 
Road can be expected to generate 
citizen and council concern. The 
present zoning of this wooded 
tract, R-10 (high-rise, high- 
density apartments, 48 units an 
acre), would permit 1,039 units 
to be built. Concern has already 
been expressed in a draft traf¬ 
fic report (see adjacent story) 
prepared for the city by the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and P1 a n n i n g Commission 
(M-NCPPC). The study recom¬ 
mends that the tract be down- 
zoned, possibly to R-T (town- 
house development), because 


“even with improvements” the 
projected highway network could 
not accommodate the intense 
traffic from an R-10 development 
at peak hours. Under R-T, no 
more than 183 townhouses could 
be developed. 

The contract purchaser for the 
Smith-Ewing property told the 
News-Review it is premature at 
this stage to say that high-rise 
apartments will be built. Other 
options could be considered, he 
said, adding that the major in¬ 
terest at this time is the pre¬ 
liminary plan. In particular, he 
was concerned with the extension 
of Ora Glen Road from the Glen 
Ora development through the 
Smith-Ewing tract to Hanover 
Parkway. A preliminary sub¬ 
division plan depicts roads, ease¬ 
ments and existing public facili¬ 
ties on or near the land. 

M-NCPPC has scheduled a 
hearing on the preliminary plan 
of subdivision on December 8. 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board will meet on November 9 
to discuss the plan. After re¬ 
ceiving a report from APB, the 
city council will make a recom¬ 
mendation to M-NCPPC. 

Traffic Problems 

The serious traffic conditions 
now existing along Greenbelt 
Road at Hanover Parkway and 
Mandan Road can be expected to 
become a driver’s nightmare if 
the maximum number of units— 
1,039—4s allowed to be developed 
on the Smith-Ewing tract.

M-NCPPC Traffic Study Projects Congested 
Artery through City as Development Increases

At the request of the City 
of Greenbelt, the Transpor¬ 
tation Planning Division of 
the Maryland-National Cap¬ 
ital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission has completed a 
draft study of traffic projec¬ 
tions for Greenbelt Rd. from 
the western to beyond the 
eastern boundaries of the 
city. These projections are

based on presently existing 
and planned future develop¬ 
ment of property whose ac¬ 
cess roads will feed into this 
artery. 

The study area encompasses 
Greenbelt Rd. from Branchville 
(the B & O Railroad tracks) on 
the west to Good Luck Rd. on 
the east. Included in the study 
is the Greenbelt Rd. intersection 
with Kenilworth Ave., extending 
south as far as the southern end 
of the Westchester Park develop¬ 
ment and north as far as Ivy 
Lane. The area studied also in¬ 
cludes the intersections of the 
Capital Beltway with Kenilworth 
and with the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway. 

The city took the step of ask¬ 
ing for the study to document 
its claim that attention to ade¬ 
quate traffic flow should go hand 
in hand with developmental plan¬ 
ning on adjacent properties. In 
the view of city officials, a legacy 
of 20 years ago is now coming 
to be realized with potentially 
dire consequences for Ureenbelt. 
Decisions made in the early 1960s 
by the Prince Georges County 


Planning Board and the Board 
of County Commissioners (prede¬ 
cessors to the County Council) 
were viewed by the city even that 
early as exceedingly generous to 
developers. But county official, 
were boasting that this was the 
fastest growing — or next-to- 
fastest growing — county in the 
United States. 

Now, as the M-NCPPC study 
shows, development that has tak¬ 
en place in the last 20 years has 
seriously impaired traffic flow at 
two intersections in Greenbelt, 
The situation will be tolerable 
only if traffic improvements are 
made as additional building oc¬ 
curs. And in one respect the study 
may be already outmoded. For it 
assumes that a parcel of about 
22 acres at the southeast corner 
of Hanover Parkway and Green¬ 
belt Rd. would not be developed 
as now zoned—R-10 (high-rise 
apartment zoning)—but, instead 
would actually be built under 
R-T zoning. R-10 would permit 
construction of 1,039 units on 
the tract; R-T would authorize 
construction of 183 townhouses.

New Draft Ordinance on Animal 
Controls Discussed by Council

Compared to the emotional meetings of the past several 
months over the animal control issue, the Monday, October 
24 City Council work session was a model of decorum. In 
tedious though workmanlike fashion, council generally ac¬ 
cepted City Manager James K. Giese’s recommendations on 
changes to the Animal Control Ordinance presently in 
force. A dozen citizens monitored the action, commenting 
here and there, generally concurring, and even smiling as 
they witnessed their many long hours of complaints and 
testimony reaching a happy conclusion. 


First Giese reported that two 
part-4dme animal wardens have 
been hired. He maintained that 
two part-time wardens offers 
more flexibility in covering 
week-day, evening and week-end 
hours than a full-time warden 
could provide. One warden is a 
student at the University of 
Maryland’s College of Veterinary 
Medicine and another is a city 
employee who works the evening, 
weekend shift. The city also 
plans to purchase a vehicle for 
the specific use of the animal 
control warden. 

Basically, the city manager ad¬ 
vocated changes to the ordinance 
which would bring it into compli¬ 


ance with county regulations, 
since state law gives authority to 
the county rather than the muni¬ 
cipality in many animal control 
areas. The city manager recom¬ 
mended that the city exit from 
the licensing of dogs, since this is 
a county function in association 
with the rabies vaccinations, 
similarly a county function. 

It seemed to make more sense 
for a dog owner to obtain both 
the vaccination and license from 
one source rather than a rabies 
shot from the county and license 
from the city or licenses from 
both the city and county. The 
city can enforce county laws. Vi-

olation of the county ordinance 
can bring an errant dog owner 
before the Animal Control Com¬ 
mission, which has the power to 
fine as well as impound or de¬ 
stroy an animal, depending on 
the severity of the case. 

Since rabies has become a crit¬ 
ical danger recently (the city so¬ 
licitor Emmet Nanna termed 
the problem “epidemic” in Mont¬ 
gomery County), it was felt that 
cats should be vaccinated and 
licensed. The city would main¬ 
tain the licensing function for 
ca<ts since state law does not 
provide for licensing of cats and 
the county does not license or 
provide rabies shots for cats. Cats 
can and cto transmit rabies, Giese 
noted. 

A section of the ordinance on 
animals running at large is rec¬ 
ommended to read: "Animals 
kept outdoors on the premises of 
the owners shall be kept within 
a fenced enclosure of suitable de¬ 
sign to prevent the animal from 
escaping or shall be placed under 
the restraint of a leash secured 
to a fixed object. No owner of 
any dog shall allow or fail to pre¬ 
vent such dog from being upon 
public streets, sidewalks, public 
parks or other public areas un¬ 
less the dog is under the re¬ 
straint of a leash or lead not to 
exceed 8 feet.” 

Violation of this ordinance 
would be declared a municipal in¬ 
fraction (similar to a traffic tic¬ 
ket) and subject to a fine of $10 
for the first offense, and fines in 
$10 increments for repeat offend¬ 
ers over a six-month period. Dog 
owners whose animals are de¬ 
clared nuisances because of, for 
example, excessive and persistent 
barking would be subject to a 
misdemeanor charge and a fine 
up to $500. The municipal in¬ 
fraction can be served by the an¬ 
imal warden; however the nui¬ 
sance charge must be served by 
a law enforcement officer. The 
city manager also recommended a 
daily boarding fee of $5 in addi¬ 
tion to a $10 impounding fee for

dogs caught running loose. 

Other Provisions 

New provisions of the ordin¬ 
ance will require the dog owner 
to remove excrement left upon 
public property or private pro¬ 
perty without the consent of the 
property owner. Violaters will 
be subject to a municipal infrac¬ 
tion (ticket). Keeping wild ani¬ 
mals such as raccoons as pets will 
be unlawful also. 

In regard to animals that are 
vicious or have bitten someone, 
the city's ordinance would be 
brought into conformity with 
state law, which places the re¬ 
sponsibility for action with the 
county health officer. County or¬ 
dinance declares that dogs deter¬ 
mined to be vicious cannot be 
permitted on any street unless 
leashed or muzzled and in the 
charge of a responsible person. 
A police officer or animal warden 
may kill such a dog found at 
large if the dog cannot be cap¬ 
tured. 

Although the city's Communi¬ 
ty Relations Advisory Board rec¬ 
ommended establishing a city 
Animal Control Commission, the 
city manager felt it would dupli¬ 
cate the county's commission. 
Nor did he recommend a limita¬ 
tion on the number of dogs a per¬ 
son might legally own since, 
"While four dogs in a GHI house 
may constitute a nuisance, the 
same may be true of four Great 
Danes but not for five Chihua¬ 
huas or eight house cats.” Size of 
the house, yard and general care 
of the animals are also factors 
in how many animals a person 
may have without creating prob¬ 


lems for neighbors. 

Mayor pro tern Richard Pilski 
recommended a uniform for the 
animal control warden w’hich 
would be distinguished from the 
regular city public works uni¬ 
form to convey greater authority. 

Other items on the agenda in¬ 
cluded the issue of police liabil¬ 
ity insurance, which was tabled, 
and a resolution to purchase a 
heat pump for the municipal 
building, which passed second 
reading. 

The meeting ended amicably 
with council and citizens confi¬ 
dent that the reforms would be 
passed to provide greater en¬ 
forcement. Giese commented that 
thei'e has been improvement in 
the situation already due to a 
combination of factors: the ra¬ 
bies scare, publicity over citizen 
complaints, and increased patrol¬ 
ling by the two part-time animal 
wardens. The revised ordinance 
is tentatively scheduled to be on 
the November 7 agenda of the 
city council.

Road, north of Greenbelt Road, 
are the only roads that serve the 
existing 1,193 unit Greenbriar 
condominium/Glen Oaks apart¬ 
ment development. Hanover is 
the entrance to Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt High School as well. These 
same roads will also be traversed 
by residents of the proposed 194- 
unit Green Holly townhouse to 
be located across from Glen Oaks 
on a 24-acre tract. 

At present, Mandan Road and 
Frankfort Drive south of Green- 
belt Road, are the only entrances 
and exits to Greenbelt Road for 
Windsor Green/Glen Ora home 
owners. 

Residents of nearby Goddard 
Space Village/Hunting Ridge 
apartments with their 320 ren¬ 
tal and 362 condominium units re¬ 
spectively, exit and enter Green¬ 
belt Road via Hanover Parkway. 
The same is true for occupants of 
the existing Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter Park's 16-story tower and 
the 200-room Holiday Inn open¬ 
ing later this month. Traffic from 
the 12-story Trade Center Build¬ 
ing II, now under construction, 
the proposed Martin's Inc. cater¬ 
ing facility for 2,000 persons, and 
one low-rise and two townhouse 
professional buildings will also 
funnel through Hanover Parkway 
to reach Greenbelt Road. 

All these developments and pro¬ 
posed developments are close to 
other Greenbelt Road major com¬ 
mercial and residential buildings 
in existence or in process—Ci- 
priano Square, a 196,728 square 
foot shopping mall, Ci- 

priano Woods development of 50 
townhouses, 600 Braebrook ren¬ 
tal apartments, and 280 Chelsea 
Woods condominium apartments. 

Work on the extension of Han¬ 
over Parkway to Good Luck Rd. 
is expected to begin in 1984. 
This has stirred up interest 
among developers in properties 
south and east of the Maryland 
Trade Center Park, just outside 
of Greenbelt’s city limits. On the 
145-acre plus Tidier tract adja¬ 
cent to Glen Ora, talk is center¬ 
ing on developing townhouses for 
part of the tract. The Freda Bell 
property located south of Mary¬ 
land Trade Center Park has been 
sold several times. Plans for that 
tract, which is zoned R- 1 G, calls 
for some 478 units in three high- 
rise buildings. These plans have 
been stalled on the drawing 
boards for several years. 

In the meantime a review of 
the 1970 College Park-Greenbelt 
Area Master Plan, which now in¬ 
cludes Langley Park, is in pro¬ 
cess. 

Greenbelt councils have con~- 
sistently opposed piecemeal de¬ 
velopment and favored phasing 
in of new construction only after 
key public facilities are in place. 
The present evaluation of the 
Master Plan is seen as an oppor¬ 
tunity to look at the area as a 
whole.

At its regular meeting of October 3, 1983, the City Council of 
Greenbelt, Maryland, adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 
Number 1983-1 (Resolution #554); and the following Title of the 
Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

CHARTER AMENDMENT 
RESOLUTION NUMBER 1983-1 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11 E OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF AR¬ 
TICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND, 
SUBTITLE “HOME RULE”, to AMEND THE CHARTER OF 
THE CITY OF GREENBELT FOUND, IN WHOLE OR IN PART 
IN THE COMPILATION OF MUNICIPAL CHARTERS OF 
MARYLAND (1983), AS PREPARED BY THE DEPARTMENT 
OF LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 
OF THE ACTS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARY¬ 
LAND OF 1983, BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH 
AMENDMENTS SUBSECTION 9 OF SECTION 3 , TITLE “GEN¬ 
ERAL POWERS,” TO PROVIDE THAT FINES FOR THE VIO¬ 
LATION OF ORDINANCES OR REGULATIONS SHALL NOT 
EXCEED $500; AND TO PROVIDE THAT A VIOLATION OF 
AN ORDINANCE OR REGULATION MAY BE DECLARED A 
MUNICIPAL INFRACTION, A CIVIL OFFENSE 
The above Charter amendment shall become and be considered a 
part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, according 
to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be effective and 
observed as such, upon the 22 nd day of November, 1983, unless 
on or before the 12 th day of November, 1983 there shall be pre¬ 
sented to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or 
mailed to it by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed 
by twenty percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the 
regular election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting that the 
above Charter amendment be submitted to referendum to the vo¬ 
ters of the City of Greenbelt.

The tract owner, however, re¬ 
cently filed <a preliminary plan 
of subdivision to build to the 
R-10 capacity. His action con¬ 
trasts with the recommendation 
in the M-NCPPC staff report that 
the “parcel should be downzoned, 
possibly to R-T. . . Were it to 
be developed as R-10, the staff 
warned, the traffic generated 
“cannot be accommodated on the 
projected highway network even 
with improvements." 

At present two intersections 
are operating at below acceptable 
levels in the peak rush hours of 
the afternoon. The Greenbelt 
Road / B-W Parkway Ramp / 
Greenway Center entrance/exit 
is at “F" level in the afternoon 
(back-ups and jamming). Planned 
development, even with pro¬ 
grammed highway improvements, 
will result in a second intersec¬ 
tion at “F” level—the Southway/ 
Greenbelt Rd./Parkway ramp. 
In addition, a general lowering 
of service levels at other inter¬ 
sections is projected. 

Programmed improvements as¬ 
sumed in the study include the 
Greenbelt Rd./Kenilworth Ave. 
interchange, the widening of 
Greenbelt Rd. from four to six 
lanes from the B-W Parkway to 
Mandan Rd., and the extension 
of Hanover Parkway to Good 
Luck Rd. 

Additional improvements are 
recommended in the report. These 
include: lengthening the north¬ 
bound Parkway off-ramp; moving 
this Parkway entrance/exit east¬ 
ward about half the distance 
from where it is now to Hanover 
Parkway to create a T-intersec- 
tion with Greenbelt Rd. (and 
another T-intersection at the 
Greenway Shopping Center en¬ 
trance/exit) ; closing off the 
Southway ramp to the Parkway 
and building a new ramp at the 
Golden Triangle; completing the 
cloverleaf at Kenilworth Ave. and 
the Beltway; extending Cherry- 
wood Lane over the Beltway to 
intersect with Kenilworth Ave.; 
providing direct access to the 
Metro station to and from the 
west on the Beltway; extending 
Kenilworth Ave., Ridge Rd, and 
Brae Brook Rd., and relocating 
Crescent Rd. where it meets Ken¬ 
ilworth Ave. 

Interim Measures 

Because both development and 
traffic improvements will take 
years to complete, the study ar-

gues for interim measures to 
alleviate present traffic condi¬ 
tions and avoid even more un¬ 
satisfactory ones. Most strongly 
recommended is the eastward 
movement of the northbound 
Parkway ramp to create the two 
T-Intersections with Greenbelt 
Rd. A third Parkway lane from 
the Southway on-ramp (until the 
ramp can be moved to the Golden 
Triangle) to the westbound Belt- 
way off-ramp, now being consid¬ 
ered by the U.S. Park Service, 
is endorsed in the report. 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board, in its report to council on 
the M-NCPPC study, made no 
recommendations as such. It sug¬ 
gested. however, that traffic 
counts be made at two additional 
intersections — Greenbelt Road 
at Mandan Rd. and Greenbelt Rd, 
at Lakecrest Dr. APB also stated 
that additional evidence is needed 
of the success of the T-intersec- 
tions design — either through 
modeling or number studies. Ad¬ 
ditional drawings were also rec¬ 
ommended of proposed changes 
in the yield ramp from south¬ 
bound Southway to westbound 
Greenbelt Rd. to learn better the 
impacts on the Convalescent 
Center/University Square and 
Lakecrest Dr. intersections with 
Greenbelt Road. APB differed 
with the M-NCPPC study by 
recommending that Kenilworth 
Ave, not be extended. APB also 
recommended that only one of 
the two proposed extensions of 
Ridge Rd. be built, but with both 
remaining in the Master Plan for 
further study; and that widening 
of the Greenbelt Rd. bridge over 
the Parkway be studied. 

The programmed highway im¬ 
provements and the additional 
projects recommended add up to 
a large commitment. The alter¬ 
native, however, is levels of ser¬ 
vice for this area that would be 
impossible to accept. 

Too Optimistic? 

As serious as its projections 
look, even this study may be un¬ 
duly optimistic. For in addition

traffic along Greenbelt Rd. Nor 
does it assume development of 
property located south of the 
Maryland Trade Center Park and 
extending to Good Luck Rd, If 
Hanover Parkway is, however, 
extended to Good Luck Rd., such 
development is considered in¬ 
evitable. 

The report makes the case for 
what the city has long been ar¬ 
guing—that public improvements, 
including highways, must be in 
place before development is per¬ 
mitted to go forward.

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Public Hearing Next Week on Plans 
For Proposed Refuse-burning Plant

Maryland Environmental 
Services (MES) will hold a 
public meeting at 7:30 p.m., 
Thursday, Nov. 10. At this 
time interested Prince Ge¬ 
orges County residents can 
express their views and ob¬ 
tain further information on 
proposed siting of a refuse¬ 
burning plant in the county. 
Of the four sites being con¬ 
sidered, Site F, A. H. Smith's 
Sand and Gravel, off Green- 
belt Road, is nearest to 
Greenbelt, according to Cliff 
R. Willey, project manager. 

The meeting, to be held at the 
Governor's Regional Office, 9300 
Kenilworth Avenue (at the Belt- 
way), will include a 20-minute 
slide show that explains the pro¬ 
posed project. Willey said inter¬ 
ested citizens' groups may bor¬ 
row the slide show. 

The purpose of the Nov. 10 
meeting is to bring information 
forward to the public, Willey 
said. Information on the project 
has been sent to local residents, 
but there has been little response. 
“We're not getting anybody ex¬ 
cited,” he said. 

The proposed plant, which 
would be built by MES in co¬ 
operation with the University of 
Maryland, would produce steam 
for heating the campus buildings 
and electricity that could be sold 
to PEPCO. The plant would pro¬ 
duce both saleable items by burn¬ 
ing garbage and trash from 
northern Prince Georges County 
communities, Willey said. 

MES will make a final decision 
about siting in early December 
and make its recommendation to 
Prince Georges County officials. 

Willey estimated that capital 
(equipment and construction) 
costs for the project will be $80- 
$90 million. If procurement and 
financing costs are included, then 
the overall price may be closer 
to $100 million, he added. 

Funding for the project will be 
through revenue bonds and com¬ 
mon stock. Investors interested 
tn energy tax credits, Willey 
said, will want to invest in the 
project. 

The project's cost will be de¬ 
termined more by the type of fi¬ 
nancing than by the type of tech¬ 
nology chosen, Willey comment¬ 
ed. If only revenue bonds are 
used, then that would represent 
the highest cost for the project. 
If a combination of revenue bonds 
and private industry financing is 
used, then costs would be lower. 

Willey said $344,000 has been 
spent so far for the whole study, 
including the reports. This money 
came from state bond funds, 
Willey said^ which were ear¬ 
marked for improving Maryland’s 
environment through better 
waste management. 

Once the site has been chosen. 
MES will do further detailed 
studies of that location, including 
traffic analyses, soil testing and 
archeological studies. At any site 
chosen, equipment installed will 
have to meet Maryland's air 
quality standards. These are 
stricter than those called for in 
federal regulations, Willey said. 
Benefits of Project 

MES began working on the 
project in early 1983. Willey said 
the proposed project is designed 
as a long-term solution to solid 
waste disposal in the county. It 
includes, also, a possibility for 


recycling glass, aluminum and 
paper, if the RDF (refuse-de¬ 
rived fuel) option is chosen. As 
a further benefit, leftover ash 
may possibly be used as road¬ 
building material, Willey pointed 
out. 

Since energy costs have sta¬ 
bilized, the project's major sav¬ 
ings may not be realized during 
the first few years of the Fa¬ 
cility's operation. However, over 
the long run, Willey claimed, this 
project still presents the possi¬ 
bility for lower costs for county 
refuse disposal. 

Construction is still probably 
two to three years away. Pro¬ 
curement and financing take a 
long time, Willey noted. Once 
construction is started, the fa¬ 
cility will not be operational un¬ 
til 1988 at the earliest. By 1988, 
it is estimated that Sandy Hill 
(one of the present refuse land¬ 
fills) will be full. At that time 
the county would have to locate 
another landfill site if the pro¬ 
posed refused burning plant were 
not in operation. 

According to Willey, to avoid 
the problem of large numbers of 
refuse trucks making daily de¬ 
liveries to the plant, two possible 
options are being considered. Re¬ 
fuse would first be trucked to a 
central transfer station in the 
county. Then, depending upon 
which option was chosen, the 
refuse would either be compacted 
and trucked to the burning fa¬ 
cility or would be sorted and 
shredded before being trucked to 
the facility. Using either method, 
truck traffic to and from the fa¬ 
cility itself would be reduced by 
at least 55#. 

Willey said that since Site F is 
already zoned for commercial 
use, truck traffic will not inter¬ 
fere with normal community traf¬ 
fic. 

Smokestack 

In order to comply with air 
quality regulations, the facility 
must have a tall smokestack, Wil¬ 
ley said, at least 160 feet high.

2,Q00*F) of the burning process 
will destroy all odors, Willey said. 
In addition, refuse waiting to be 
burned will be stored in enclosed 
pits. Despite all of these efforts, 
however, there will still be a 
small amount of HC1 released 
Willey said, but it will be within 
safety regulations. 

Pipes will be used to transport 
steam from the facility to the 
University. The pipes might fel¬ 
low either a PEPCO right of 
way or railroad lines. If Site F 
(near Greenbelt) were selected, 
the effects on the community 
would be minimal, he said. None 
of the pipes would actually pass 
through residential neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

MES has no plans for requir¬ 
ing trash sorting by individual 
county residents. Such a decision 
would be up to county officials, 
Willey said. 

Study Completed 

He is pleased that the com¬ 
munity has been patient while 
MES has had the studies done. 
“There has been a fair amount 
of acceptance of our approach 
for developing the project/' he 
said. 

The consultant's report for the 
project is now finished and in¬ 
terested residents may comment 
on it at the Nov. 10 meeting. 

Two elements of the feasibility 
study are completed and con¬ 
sultant's reports on them will be 
available for the meeting. First 
is a comparison of technology 
approaches’ (mass burning vs. 
refuse-derived fuel) completed by 
Burns and Roe. Preliminary cost 
estimates for each approach are 
given, as are advantages and dis¬ 
advantages of each approach. 
Second, an analysis of procure¬ 
ment, financing and management 
options available for an energy 
recovery project has been com¬ 
pleted by Gershman, Brickner 
and Bratton, Inc.
